COUNTY ARE VA LID SAYS SUPREME COURT 


From Friday’s Adv sitive. 
County tax records, substitu- 
ted through legislative enact- 
ment for original records des- 
troyed by fire or water, or 
otherwise lost, are equally as 
valid as to the evidence of as- 
Sesments, as the original rec- 
ords themselves. It was so 
held by the supreme court of 
Alabama in a decision an- 
nounced Thursday in the case 
of Fred Folsom vs J. A. Carn- 


_ley, appealed from the Coffee 


county cireuit court. The 
plaintiff sued for an automo- 
bile seized in the collection of 
taxes and sold by the tax col- 
lector, and for damages for its 
detention. The jury in the 
case rendered a verdict for 
Carnley and Folsom appealed 
to the supreme court, which 
Thursday teversed the trial 
court’s ruling and +remanded 
the case. Prior to the seizure 
of the ear by the tax collector 
for taxes due for 1920, all tax 
records for Coffee county were 
lost. The seizure took place 
before any effort had been 
made to re-establish or substi- 
tute the missing tax records. 
Upon the reconvening of the 
legislature, an act was passed 
providing for the substitution 
of the tax vecords lost, but it 
was maintained by Carnley 
that secondary evidence, pro- 
vided by the substituted ree- 
ords, could not be used as evyi- 
dence of taxes due, in the seiz- 
ure of the property already 
described. The trial court 
rendered a decision in favor of 
Carnley, but the supreme court 
in reversing and remanding the 
case, held that the tax collee- 
tor’s wararnt of authority was 
the due assessment, evidence of 
which was preserved and es- 
tablished according to law. 


Judge Can’t Collect On Car 

Seized by County for Taxes 
Birmingham Age-Herald. 

J. A. Carnley, new probate 
judge of Coffee county and one 
of the leaders of the Alabama 
tax payers league two  veayrs 
ago, cannot recover the value 
of his automobile Which Fred 
Folsom, tax collector of Coffee 
county, seized and sold, for 
the satisfaction of Judee Cavn- 
ley’s tax bill under a decision 
rendered by the supreme court 
Thursday. 

Judge Carnley declined to 
pay his taxes, contending that 
the records were destroyed ane 
that the substitution of the tax 
records was not done in accor- 
dance with law. Tax Collec- 
tor Fred ifolsom levied on the 
automobile and disposed ol 
at public sale for $85. Judge 
Carnley was tendered the 
amount above his taxes and the 
costs but declined to receive it, 
and the balance was placed in 
the county treasury. 

Cammley then sued for $650, 
which he claimed was the valu 
of the ct, ane tor an addition 
il amount jor the retention of 
the car, A jury in Coffee ¢ir- 
cuit court gave Judge Carnley 
a judgment for the RUE he 
claimed plus $439 for the re- 
tention of the machine, 

The supreme court not only 
reversed the judgment of the 
lower court but held that lol- 
som acted well within the law 
in the seizure and sale of the 
automobile, and the case was 
returned to the Colfee civeuil 
court in order that an affivm- 
alive charge may be given 
Folsom which will bring the 
case to an end.

THREE DEAD, TWO IN. 
JURED; NEGRO RUNS 
AMUCK AT MINE TOWN 


Helena, Ala., April 380.— 
Three men were killed and two 
injured at Helena, Shelby 
county, this afternoon when a 
negro ran amuck and fatally 
shot Allen Abernathy, nephew 
of Judge H. B. Abernathy, of 
the Jefferson county court of 
misdemeanors. The dead are: 

Allen Abernathy, 22 years 
old, Greymont, Birmingham. 

Charley Phillips, 22 years 
old, coal miner, Roebuck, Ala. 

John Morgan King, negro, 
45 years old, coal miner, He- 
lena, Ala. 

The injured: J. W. Roy, 
farmer and former deputy sher 
iff, Helena, Ala. Collie S§, 
Roy, Helena, Ala. 

Abernathy was shot about 
2:80 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and died just before reaching 
the hospital in Birmingham. 

The triple tragedy grew out 
of an attempt by the negro, 
John Morgan King, a coal mi- 
ner at the Helena coal mines 
owned by the father of Allen 
Abernathy, who was killed, to 
cash a coal check. Allen Ab- 
ernathy was a time- keeper at 
the coal mine where King 
worked. King demanded pay- 
ment of his check about 2:30 
in the afternoon and w hen it 
was not immediately granted, 
drew a revolver and fired at 
Myr, Abernathy. Three shots 
took effect and Abernathy died 
from his wounds just before 
reaching the hespital in Bir- 
mingham. 

King fled from the office of 
the coal comp: uny and took 
refuge in a shack near the coal 
tipple of the mines. Colley S. 
Roy, a son of the former depu- 
ty sheriff and a deputy himself 
went to the shack to arrest 
King and King: opened fire with 
. shotgun, wounding Roy in the 
face and in the back. He was 
taken to the hospital, where he 
will probably recover. 

A riot call was sent out to 
Birmingham and to the police 
force of Shelby county and 
about twenty-five men from 
both headquarters vesponded 
and King was beseiged in the 
shack. Charley Phillips, one 
of the coal miners, who was 
serving as a deputy, was shot 
and killed by King with a 
high-powered rifle, He was 
armed with several weapons 
and had plenty of ammunition, 
with which he kept up a con- 
stant fire. Roy's father, J. W. 
Koy, the former depuly, joined 
the party and was wounded by 
King. The offieers surround- 
ed the place and poured a rain 
of bullets into it, but were una- 
ble to drive King out. 

Aa a final measure the ofti- 
cers set fire to the house and a 
charge of dynamite was placed 
under it, The fire and cyna- 
mite drove the negro out and 
he -cume out shooting, Ho 


bullets and was killed, 

Rumors of a race diot were 
soon dispelled and with the 
death of the negvo tranquility 
was restored. The house in 
Which King stood seige was one 
which he rented from a negro 
owner. Tle fired alternately, 
after he was surrounded, from 
i high-powered yvifle, from a 
shotgun and from revolvers. 
The firs shooting began about 
2:30 o'clock in the afternoon 
when King first made a de- 
mand for cash from Aber- 
nathy. Allen Abernathy was 
a nephew of Judge Abernathy 
and a son of Thomas Aber- 
nathy, who owns the coal mine 
where the tragedies took place,
